advance against “negligible resist­ 
ance." Fleet Adm. Chester W. Ni- 
mitz announced in 
today’s com­ 
munique. Marine gains ranged from 
3,000 to 4,000 yards westward along 
the Motobu peninsula. 
Fighter Pilots Operating 
Fighter pilots of the second m a­ 
rine aircraft wing already have be­ 
gun operating 
from Katena and 
Yontan fields. Nimitz added. 
Maj. 
Gen. F. P Mulcahy, USMO, in tac­ 
tical command of marine aerial op­ 
erations, has established headquar- 
ers ashore. 
Nimitz’s communique, covering ac­ 
tion from Saturday noon through 
Sunday night, said Japanese resist­ 
ed stubbornly every move by the 
Twenty-fourth corps doughboys un­ 
der Maj. Gen. John R Hodge. 
The enemy 
was entrenched In 
well-emplaced pillboxes and block­ 
houses. constructed to take full ad­ 
vantage of the broken terrain. 
Despite heavy artillery blasting 
day and night and murderous m a­ 
chinegun and rifle fire 
at 
close 
range, the soldiers 
captured 
two 
villages and advanced 200 yards in­ 
land toward Yonabaru airfield on 
the east coast on Nakagusuku bay, 
and 400 yards down the west coast 
toward the capital city of 
Naha, 
population 66,000. 
These advances presumably put 
the infantry within four miles of 
Naha and about a mile from Yona­ 
baru town and airfield. 
Full-Scale Engagement 
The battle for Southern Okinawa 
developed into a full-scale engage­ 
ment. 
American 
carrier 
planes, 
ships' heavy guns and land-based 
heavy artillery supported the foot 
soldiers. 
Pilots were rocketing and 
strafing as well as bombing enemy 
strong points. 
The Japanese, too threw aircraft 
into the fight but their small aerial 
attacks probably 
did little dam ­ 
age. 
Four enemy pilots appeared 
over Okinawa Saturday and all were 
shot down. 
Nine more enemy planes were de­ 
stroyed Sunday. 
Motobu peninsula, the marine sec­ 
tor, is about ten miles long with 
about fifty square miles of territory. 
So far as is known here, there is lit­ 
tle of importance there. The ter­ 
rain is rugged.

LONDON, April 8 (ZP)—The Ger­ 
mans “cannot now send V-bombs’’ 
against Britain, a home security of­ 
ficial said today as the security of­ 
fice reported 8.436 persons had been 
killed and 2,510 had been seriously 
injured since V-bombing began last 
June 15. 
While Allied 
Armies fought to 
clean up the rocket coast, Miss El­ 
len W’ilkinson, the security office's 
parliamentary secretary, told a New 
Castle Press conference the flying 
bomb would have to be lengthened 
"considerably” for another attack. 
“This would mean carrying extra 
fuel and so reducing the warhead 
as to make them Ineffective as wea­ 
pon* of retaliation”, she said.
